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DETAILED ACTION 

REASONS FOR ALLOWANCE 

Claims 1 and 11 are allowed. 

The prior art does not teach or suggest a battery including all of the claimed features. 
The most pertinent art includes Inoue et al. (Japanese Pub. No. 09-147916) and 
Shinohara et al. (U.S. Pub. No. 2002/0055036 A1). 

Both the Inoue et al. and Shinohara et al do not teach or suggest: 

A non-aqueous electrolyte secondary battery comprising: a positive electrode; a 
negative electrode; a separator interposed between said positive electrode 
and said negative electrode; a non-aqueous electrolyte; and a porous insulating film 
adhered to a surface of at least one selected from the group consisting of said positive 
electrode and said negative electrode, said porous insulating film comprising an 
inorganic oxide filler and a film binder, wherein the ratio R of actual volume to apparent 
volume of said separator is not less than 0.4 and not greater than 0.7, a porosity P of 
said porous insulating film is not less than 0.35 and not greater than 0.65, and wherein 
said ratio R and a porosity P of said porous insulating film satisfy the relational 
formula -0.10 <R-P <0.30 
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For these reasons, the claims are allowed over the prior art. Any comments 
considered necessary by applicant must be submitted no later than the payment of the 
issue fee and, to avoid processing delays, should preferably accompany the issue fee.
